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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the 112, first 
paragraph rejection is acknowledged and the instant examiner concurs that the language added to claim 20 is supported by the 
specifcation at Page 6, lines 30-31 as the gas flow from the proximal end to the distal end is supported as well as the examiner finds 
support for the air flowing through the bed the flame front moving upward from the proximal end to the distial end. Applicant has argued 
that Antal Jr. which is used as the primary reference is deficient in several features and claims that the heaters would cause ignition at 
several locations within the biomass and forming several flame fronts. This may be true however applicant never argued this earlier in 
prosecution and further Anatal does in fact teach and admitted by applicant providing a heat at the distal end located within a housing 
such that biomass material within the canister is ignitable, the valving, the canister has a lid and can be lowered into the pressure vessel 
as fully described in the Final Rejection of August 4, 2006. The construction and arrangment of the Experimental Anatal Jr. reactor reads 
on the apparatus as claimed, the deficiency of Anatal, Jr, namely no insulation has been remedied by the secondary references for 
reasons set forth in the Final rejection. For these reasons, the rejection under 103(a) as set forth in the Final Rejection is maintained, the 
amendments to the claims would require futher consideration and search, applicant has not simplified the issues for appeal, and further 
applicant has not provided adequate reasoning as to why the amendments were not made earlier in prosecution. . 
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
